1994); the
TEXAS DISCIPLINARY RULES OF PROFESSIONAL CONDUCT, and the TEXAS RULES
OF i)ISCIPLINARY PROCEDURE. The complaint that forms the basis of this Original

Disciplinary Petition were filed on or after May 1, 1992.



m. YENUE
Respondent is an attomey licensed to practice law in Texas and a rﬁember of the State Bar
of Texas. Respondent is a resident of and has his principal place of practice in Harris County,
Texas; therefore, venue is appropriate in Harris Counfy, Texas, pursuant to Rule 3.03 of the
TEXAS RULES OF DISCIPLINARY PROCEDURE. Respondent may be served by and through
his attorney, John R. Gladney, at 440 Louisiana, Suite 800, HoﬁS’ton, Texas 77002.
IV. CAUSE OF ACTION
In or around 1995, Fang Liu (hereinafter called “Liu”), retained Respondent tp represent
him in a personal injury case. Liu’s case was mediated on March 12, 1996, but the mediation
bétween the parties waé unsuccessful. A year passed after the mediation and Liu’s case had hot
been settled. On or about October 30, 1997, the court dismissed the case for want of prosecution.
Respondent negiected the matter entrusted to him. Further, Respondent failed to keep the
Complainant inforfned as to the status of the case.
V. RULE VIOLATIONS
The acts and/or omissions‘) of Respondent described in Paragraph III above which occurred
on or before January 1, 1990, constitute conduct in violation of Rules 1.01(b)(1) [a lawyer shall
ndt neglect a legal matter entrusted to him]; and 1.03(a) [a lawyer shall not fail to keep a client
reasonably informed about the status of a matter and promptly comply with reasonable requests

for information.
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VI.
The complaint that forms the basis of this cause of action was brought to the attention of

the Office of the General Counsel of the State Bar of Texas by Fang Liu’s filing of a complaint

on or about March 25, 1999.

PRAYER
WHEREFORE, PREMISES CONSIDERED, Petitioner, COMMISSION FOR
LAWYER DISCIPLINE, respectfully pfays that this Court discipline Respondent, JIANXUN
SHU, by reprimand, suspension, or disbarment, as the facts shall warrant; restitution; and all
other relief to which Petitioner may show itself to be justly entitled, including costs of court and

attorneys’ fees.
